803,0 3*3o ‘nS' bu! two of them seem to be 
quarreling, as if they had had trouble in tile 
choir yesterday. 
Tho world never before 
looked so fair from my window. 
Can jit lie 
that there is any such tiling as trouble ? 
Lave waded up to my study table, not like Hie 
Israelites comiug dry shod, but through a balli 
tub, and nothing but dullness drowned. 
Thank God for water and a Turkish tow el! 
Alas for those who hare only an old-time 
wash-basin at the spout outside the front door, 
and who think they have done their duty when 
they have cleaned their linger tips and the 
corners of their eyes! 
A continent, with Hie 
Atlantic Ocean on one side and Hie Pacific 
Ocean on the other, ought to take tile bint 
and be very clean. 
I wonder if on this Monday morning all the 
world is rested! 
No! no! 
Many of the best 
people of the world feel Monday lab.

Sunday. 
Now, every man is entitled to a 
rest. 
He sins when ut least once a week he 
does not take it. 
On Sabbath let him sleep 
an hour longer in the morning, or snatch up 
a nap in the afternoon, or put on his slippers 
fo ra little while, with his feet up on Hie next 
chair, and make himself believe at any rate 
that he is resting. 
Doing too many things on 
Munday, lie does nothing well. 
He must take 
time to cool off. 
It is dangerous ie load a 
cannon while tho touch-holc is hot. 
Some 
christians serve God so tremendously on .Sun­ 
day that they are cross and crabbed ail the 
week 
Every morning ought to be set to the 
tune of ••Ariel” or . “ Antioch," and not to 
Windham’' or “Naomi." 
Many of the ministers feel Monday ish. They 
iso this morning with their mouth tasting 
•artly and go u teu t stretching aud yawning as 
though they were getting the chills and fever 
—the meanest tiling a mail ever gets. 
Sat­ 
urday study makes this. 
Gnu who has I»een 
two consecutive days on the straiu most feel 
the bad reaction. 
He took all .Saturday to 
load Hie gun, and all Sunday to shoot it off, 
aud tho gun lias kick-d. 
Saturday afternoon 
free from work, is a cure for Mondayishnctf. 
If you want a Sunday to sail well, you ought 
to launch it on Suturaay afternoon. 
If a min­ 
ister bxs to study exhausting^' the latter part 
of the week, it is generally Iweause he has 
I teen lazy in the former part of the week.— 
There is nothing that so hurts a aer mon as to 
jam it I let ween the wheels of Saturday night 
and Sunday morning. 
One of the ablest min­ 
isters of the Reformed Church used to say that 
he did ail his hard mental work after t^n o'clock 
Saturday night. 
At tfiat late hour be would 
take to his study a tcajiot aud a pack of first- 
rate cigars, mid goat his two sermons. 
Ile 
quit life early, and went away, compelled to 
leave behind him ids te»|*>t anil pack of ci­ 
gars. 
I should rather go up in almost any 
oilier chariot .than in a cloud of tobacco smoke. 
Not Saturday night, but Wednesday and 
Thursday an 1 the best cradles in which to rock 
a sermon after it has teen tern. 
Tile Monday ish (tarting somet lines conies to 
the minister because it is Hie day the clerical 
profession do w hat they call “odds and ends," 
aud visit the sick. 
Instead of taking it easy 
that morning, they are worried about the 
many errands they have to do. 
Monday is a 
^oor day for visiting the sick. 
It is bad for 
the minister and tho invalid to whom lie goes. 
When I am sick, save me from a minister who 
hinist-ll has “ the dump?.’’ We need to lie 
strong when we go to help the weak. 
What 
the sick most need is a dose of sunshine; and 
bow shall we pour it out for them anises we 
have a steady hand ? 
There is no use of going 
in to sit on the bedside to help the invalid 
groan. 
Better take to him your tuning fork 
aud give him the pitch of “the new song. 
Do 
not spend Monday in rushing about; “odds 
and ends" (avo killed many a minister. — 
Sunday is a trying day; let Saturday on one 
side of it, lake hoi*I of it, and Monday on the 
other side of it, take hold af its arms aud help 
it through. 
Do not spend Monday iu going round to see 
“ how the sermon look. ’ 
It was faithful, 
I 
warrant that iii some quarters it did not take 
al all. 
I>o not ask a child afterward whether 
lie enjoys calomel or jalap; of course he does 
not. 
When I preach a sermon on Sunday 
that wakes “the far fly” I ?|*enrt Monday at 
Coney Island. 
Tile Mondayish feeling often comas to the 
minister through w orriment at the Inefficiency 
of Sunday's work. 
But what is the use of 
fretting if we did as well as we could? 
We 
ought not to expect to make a “ten-strike at 
every roll. 
What though Hie sermon was 
s|M>ilcd by the poor ventilation of the church, 
or by the littcrulion iii tile gallery, or the ci­ 
der with creaky shoes who went out twice da­ 
ring the sermon to see w hat was Hie matter, 
or the old mail clearing his throat witli a racket 
that seemed to imply that he had taken a con­ 
tract for removing all the colds of a lifetime at 
one spit. 
Do not let us fret over the |H>or ser­ 
mons of yesterday, for brooding over them 
will only hatch more of the same breed. 
Be­ 
sides that, our most insignificant effort may 
Ire raises] in greatest power, 
elitist used spit­ 
tle to cure Hie blind uiau. 
I write these things for young ministers lust 
starting. 
Formerly, Mondays almost killed 
me; hut by observing the two or three rules 
above mentioned, Monday lias become Ute 
brightest day of all the week. 
As I go down 
the street I can hardly keep my feet to the 
pavement, and go round the corner with a 
skip, tlrst having glanced telli ways to see 
that nobody is looking. 
Let Munday Ik* the 
golden lieacli of the Christian Sabbath. 
Its 
lobbies are pearls, and Hic surf that strikes it 
are tim songs of heaven, like the voice of many 
waters. 
Next to the .Sabbath in joy tai expe­ 
riences stands Monday. 
Two blissful days! 
I am glad that they have lieen married. 


A g ricu ltu re in V ictoria, A ustralia. 


It is claimed that the colony lias varieties of 
climate aud soil adopted to all agricultural 
productions which will grow within the range 
of climate limited on the north by England, 
and on the south by Italy. 
It now produces 
cereals sufficient for its own demands, though 
occasional shipments of breadstuffs find their 
way into it from California arid from the adja­ 
cent colonies. 
The climate seems poorly 
adapted to the growing of maize, and yet it is 
extensively grown for fodder. 
Of vegetable?, 
fruit, dairy products, poultry, eggs, Ac., the 
production is fully equal to Hie demaud. 
In 
some years potatoes have been produced in 
such quantities that many have been left to 
rot because it would not pay to transport 
them to Melbourne. 
During the greater part 


of the year butler s4 li by the quantity, at 
eight lo thirteen cents per pound. 
Experi­ 
ments in shipping it to London, not yet aban­ 
doned. have not hitherto resulted very favora­ 
bly, Hie apparent ground of failure being a 
want of adequate intelligence and care in mak­ 
i n g and packing it—a heavy drawback upon 
Hie price of butter in the market, by no means 
confined to that made in Victoria. 
It may be 
owing lo a like cause that a few cheese facto­ 
ries started iii tho colony on Hie Americatr 
plan have not thus far been remunerative.— 
The cultivation of sugar beets has been intro­ 
duced, and some companies have been formed 
for His manufacture of sugar and spirits from 
them; whether tbs colony can command, ut 
present, sufficient skill and enterprise to in­ 
sure scccess in this branch of industry, is yet 
to Im* determined. 
Another Industry yet in 
infancy is the production of wine. 
The grape 
attains great perfection here, and it would 
seem that Intelligence, guided by ex|>erience, 
in Hic art of making wine, is all that is want­ 
ing to make Victoria a great wine-producing 
country. 
Some incipient steps have been ta ­ 
ken in silk culture; but it is thought that a 
lack of cheap labor tuusl bo an insuperable 
obstacle to success in that business, at least 
for some years to come. 
Attention lias also 
been turned toward the culture of the olive for 
lKjt Ii of the home and foreign markets. Among 
the conditions which favor the production of 
stock, wool, meats, Gutter, and cheese, are 
abundant yields of grass and feed. 
Foreign 
grasses thrive well. 
Lucern, Italian ryc-grtss, 
and some other varieties of giecn food for cat­ 
tle are said to grow with astonishing luxuri­ 
ance. 
Wool lias lately teen selling at so low 
a rate that many who, in more |tro?|HTou« 
times, invested iii flocks have b een bankrupt­ 
ed; but quite recently heavy advances in the 
price of wool have revived confidence, and the 
business of sheep husbandry is growing iii fa­ 
vor. 
The arrival for American wool-buyers 
has largely contributed to this result, and it is 
ho|ied that their presence may lead to an in­ 
crease of trade with the United Halo-* in oilier 
commodities.

While in London the Shah visited the Cry s­ 
tal Palace. While looking at the A q uarium s 
the following incident occured;

They were trying to coax 
the child to leave lier mamma aud go with 
them, I Hit she was much more interested in 
coing the clay bsh and lobsters, to w hose 
tank we had just come, than in the Shah and 
his princes,and she mn to lier father,and (leg­ 
ged to lie put on his shoulder so as to look over 
the beads of the Persians. As they still follow­ 
ed her, Ute .shall turned round to see what his 
I tao pie were ubout, and jicrccivcd the child. 
Ile looked ut lier a moment aud lichi out his 
hand, so the little thing was put down, and 
went over to him, and his hand which wa? still 
stretched out, put lier own into it. 
The pic­ 
ture was charming. 
There stood the Shah, 
•ending his dark visage, with its pure Orien­ 
tal features, its olive skin, aud piercing oyes 
aud long black mustache, over this child of a 
race which had not u trait in common with 
his. 
Hers was the fresh loveliness of Anglo- 
Saxon childhood, very light yellow-brown hair, 
flow ing out in profusion from under her while 
hut, and covering forehead aud shoulders, 
very line of the taco rounded and breaking 
into dimples, brow n eyes looking frankly up, 
just a touch of shy ness tinging the fair chocks 
with rose, but the whole figure a model of un­ 
conscious grace tun! health, aud 
teuutiful 
young life; the type that Gainsborough would 
have delighted to paint, and trying would have 
failed. 
The Shah, over whose countenance 
came an expression of singular softness, drew 
her to him, and J lulled one of her curls and 
patted lier cheek, t hen asked .Sir Henry Raw- 
lison who she wa?. Sir Henry, hapjieuing to 
know the child's fattier, told the Shah, and 
added thai lie was an American. This seemed 
to surprise His Majesty, who had takeu it for 
granted that the little girl was English as she 
looked. Ile asked the father how long lie had 
teen iu England, and put sundry otiier ques 
Hon,ut first in Persian, through un interpreter, 
and afterward directly in French, which he 
.s|M‘ak? tolerable well, Then with another car­ 
ess for Hie child, who had stood With |M'I feet 
composure through tho scene, the Shall turned 
again to the tank, aiel begall watching the cray 
flail. The little girl ran back to her father, quilt 
unaware that anything unusual had occurred.

There is nothing that so hurts a sermon as to 
jam it between the wheels of Saturday night 
and Sunday morning. 
One of the ablest min­ 
isters of the Reformed Church used to say that 
ho did all his hard mental work after tgn o'clock 
Saturday night. 
At that late hour he would 
take to his study a teapot and a pack of first- 
rate cigars, and go at his two sermons. 
He 
quit life early, and went away, compelled to 
leave behind him his teapot and pack of ci- 
gar3. 
I should rather go up in almost any 
other chariot than in a cloud of tobacco smoke. 
Not Saturday night, but Wednesday and 
Thursday are the best cradles in which to rock 
a sermon after it has been born. 
The Mondayish feeling sometimes cornos to 
the minister because it is the day the clerical 
profession do what they call “odds and ends,” 
and visit the sick. 
Instead of taking it easy 
that morning, they are worried about the 
many errands they have to do. 
Monday is a 
f>oor day for visiting the sick. 
It is bad for 
the minister and the invalid to whom he goes. 
When I am sick, save me from a minister who 
himselt has “the dumps.” We uecd to lie 
strong when we go to help the weak. 
What 
the sick most need is a dose of sunshine; and 
how shall we pour it out for them unless we 
have a steady hand ? There ¡3 no use of going 
in to sit on the bedside to help the invalid 
groan. 
Bettor take to him your tuning fork 
and give him the pitch of “the new song. 
Do 
not spend Monday in rushing about; ‘ ‘odds 
and ends” lave killed many a minister.— 
Sunday is a trying day; let Saturday on one 
side of it, take hold of it, and Monday on the 
other side of it, take hold af its arms and help 
it through. 
Do not spend Monday iu going round to see 
“how the sermon took. ’ It was faithful, I 
warrant that in some quarters it did not take 
at all. 
Do not a3k a child afterward whether 
he enjoys calomel or jalap; of course lie docs 
not. 
When I preach a sermon on Sunday 
that makes “the fur fly” I spend Monday at 
Coney Island. 
The Mondayish feeling often comes to the 
minister through worrimcnt at the inefficiency 
of Sunday’s work. 
But what is the use of 
fretting if wo did as well as wc could ? 
We 
ought not to expect to make a “ten-strike at 
every roll. 
What though the sermon was 
spoiled by the poor ventilation of the church, 
or by the tittcration in the gallery, or the el­ 
der with creaky shoes who went out twice du­ 
ring the sermon to see what was the matter, 
or the old nmn clearing his throat with a racket 
that seemed to imply that he had taken a con­ 
tract for removing all the colds of a lifetime at 
one spit. 
Do not let us fret over the poor ser­ 
mons of yesterday, for brooding over them 
will only hatch more of the same breed. 
Be­ 
sides that, our most insignihcaut effort may 
be raised iu greatest power. 
Christ U3ed spit­ 
tle to cure the blind man. 
I write these things for young ministers just 
starling. 
Formerly, Mondays almost killed 
me; but by observing the two or three rules 
above mentioned, Monday has become the 
brightest day of all the week. 
As I go down 
the street I can hardly keep my feet to the 
pavement, and go round the corner with a 
skip, first having glanced both ways to see 
that nobody is looking. 
Let Monday be the 
golden beach of the Christian Sabbath. 
It3 
pebbles are pearls, and the surf that strikes it 
are the songs of heaven, like the voice of many 
waters. 
Next to the Sabbath in joyful expe­ 
riences stands Monday. 
Two blissful days! 
I am glad that they have been married. 


Agriculture in Victoria, Australia. 


It is claimed that the colony has varieties of 
climate and soil adapted to all agricultural 
productions which will grow within the range 
of climate limited on the north by England, 
and on the south by Italy. 
It now produces 
cereals sufficient for its own demands, though 
occasional shipments of liroadstuffs find their 
way into it from California and from the adja­ 
cent colonies. 
The climate seems poorly- 
adapted to the growing of maize, and yet it is 
extensively grown for fodder. 
Of vegetables, 
fruit, dairy products, poultry, eggs, <fce., the 
production is fully equal to the demand. 
In 
some years potatoes have been produced iu 
sucb quantities that many have been left to 
rot because it would not pay to transport 
them to Melbourne. 
During the greater part 


of the year butter s4l)l by the quantity, at 
eight to thirteen cents per pound. 
Experi­ 
ments in shipping it to London, not yet aban­ 
doned, have not hitherto resulted very favora­ 
bly, the apparent ground of failure being a 
want of adequate intelligence and care in raak- 
king and packing it—a heavy drawback upon 
the price of butter iu the market, by no mean3 
confined to that made in Victoria. 
It may be 
owing to a like cause that a few cheese facto­ 
ries started in the colony on the American" 
plan have not thus far been remunerative.— 
The cultivation of sugar beets has been intro­ 
duced, and some companies have been formed 
for th® manufacture of sugar and spirits from 
them; whether th® colony can command, at 
present, sufficient skill anil enterprise to in­ 
sure scccess in this branch of industry, is yet 
to be determined. 
Another Industry yet in 
infancy is the production of wine. 
The grajic 
attains great perfection here, and it would 
seem that intelligence, guided by experience, 
in the art of making wine, is all that is want­ 
ing to make Victoria a great wine-producing 
country. 
Some incipient step3 have been ta ­ 
ken in silk culture; but it is thought that a 
lack of cheap labor must bo an insuperable 
obstacle to success in that business, at least 
for sonic years to come. 
Attention has also 
been turned toward the culture of the olive for 
bolti of thehom eand forcigu markets. Among 
the conditions which favor the production of 
stock, wool, meats, butter, and cheese, are 
abundant yields of grass and feed. 
Foreign 
grasses thrive well. Luccru, Italian ryc-grass, 
anil some other varieties of gieen food for cat­ 
tle are said to grow with astonishing luxuri­ 
ance. 
Wool has lately been selling at so low 
a rate that many who, in more prosperous 
times, invested in flocks have licen bankrupt­ 
ed; hut quite recently heavy advances in the 
price of wool have revived confidence, and the 
business of sheep husbandry is growing in fa­ 
vor. 
The arrival |o f American wool-buycrs 
has largely contributed to this result, anil it is 
hoped that their presence may lead to an in­ 
crease of trade with the United States in other 
commodities. 


The Sluth Fondling nu A m erican Child. 
While in London the Shah visited the Crys­ 
tal Falacc.

As they still follow­ 
ed her, the Shah turned round to sec what h¡3 
people were about, and perceived the child. 
He looked at her a moment and held out his 
hand, so the little thing was put down, and 
went over to him, and his hand which was still 
stretched out, put her own into it. 
The pic­ 
ture was charming. 
There stood the Shah, 
bending his dark visage, with its pure Orien­ 
tal features, its olive skin, and piercing eyes 
and long black mustache, over this child of a 
race which had not a trait in common with 
his. 
Hers was the fresh loveliness of Anglo- 
Saxon childhood, very light yellow-brown hair, 
flowing out in profusion from under her white 
hat, and covering forehead and shoulders, 
every line of the tace rounded and breaking 
into dimples, browu eyes looking frankly up, 
just a touch of shyness tinging the fair cheeks 
with rose, but the whole figure a model of un­ 
conscious grace uml health, and beautiful 
young life; the type that Gainsborough would 
have delighted to paint, and trying would have 
failed. 
The Shall, over whose countenance 
came an expression of singular softness, drew 
her to him, and pulled one of her curls and 
patted her cheek, then asked Sir Henry Raw- 
lison who she was. Sir Henry, happening to 
know the child’s father, told the Shah, and 
added that he was an American. This seemed 
to surprise His Majesty, who had taken it for 
granted that the little girl was English as she 
looked. He asked the father how long he had 
been in England, and put sundry other ques­ 
tion,at first in Persian, through an interpreter, 
and afterward directly in French, which ho 
speaks tolerable well, Then with another car­ 
ess for the child, who had stood with perfect 
composure through the scene, the Shah turned 
again to the tuukand began watching the cray 
fish. The little girl ran back to her father, quit® 
unaware that anything unusual had occurred.

It lias kept onr soldiers dodging and tramping 
around the lava beds, with ten chances of be­ 
ing Bhot by a skulking savage to one of getting 
a chance of ending his miserable existence.— 
But the capture of Capt. Jack and his band 
has been rapidly followed by their swift trial, 
and this morning we have the intelligence 
that they will be shot as soon as Washington 
approves the finding of the court. 
The bullet, 
like a period, ends a sentence in a very posi­ 
tive and undisputed manner. 


While the President is in thorough good 
health and able to enjoy the trips he takes 
over the country, Vice President Wilson is in 
a precarious condii on. 
Our morning tele­ 
gram says he may not survive the important 
operation, unless his strength proves great. 
The probabilities are that it will fail, as Henry 
Wilson is among that large army of workers 
who wear themselves out before their time. 
Many a better man could be better spared, for 
the Natick Cobbler has been very usefnl in his 
day and generation. 
In his position as Chair­ 
man of the Military Committee he did very 
important work. 
It will be a m atter of uni­ 
versal regret should the 'anticipations of his 
physicians prove well founded. 


C u b a. 
The troubles of this unhappy island are 
again coaling into view. 
Those peoplo have 
fought hard enough and long enough to show 
the stuQ that is in them and to indicate their 
worthiness of a separate national existence.— 
That they will ultimately obtain it is sure— 
but iiow soon no one can tell. 
The United 
States lias never extended to Cuba any assis­ 
tance. 
We have refused to do this always un­ 
der the plea of non-interference with the af­ 
fairs of a nation with which we were at peace, 
that is, Spain. 
However advisable diplomat­ 
ically such a course on the part of our gov­ 
ernment may 1 ave been it is certain that, had 
France pursued the same at the time we so 
much needed a helping hand, 
we might 
have 
been 
an 
English 
dependency 
to-day; 
or 
at 
least 
wo 
should 
have been obliged to sacrifice more and strug­ 
gle longer to obtain our freedom. 
We coun­ 
sel no indiscretion in the case of Cuba, but it 
does seem as though the obverse side of the 
Monroe doctrine ought to be just as good to 
follow as its face. 
If it is right in us to prevent 
by force or threats tho principle of monarchy 
from getting a practical foothold upon this 
continent, it is no less obligatory upon us to 
encourage genuine republicanism wherever it 
may be struggling into life. 
A correspondent 
of the Utica nerald who says he is old, and 
wishes us to suppose him to be wise at the 
same time, protests against any action on our 
part in Cuban affairs that might lead to blood­ 
shed. 
He thinks money should abolish servi­ 
tude. 
If that fails, never fight, he says.— 
This talk is simply twaddle,and is unworthy of 
serious consideration. 
We might find, possi­ 
bly, if we should lead help to the Queen of the 
Antilles, that cowardly counsel is sometimes 
as vicious in policy as it is mean in appear­ 
ance. 


I*resident G ra n t’s Speech. 
Tliis happened on Tuesday night. 
He was 
upon the-Overlook, which is 3,800 feet “ i’ the 
air.” 
Owing to the exhilarating effect of the 
pure, sweet atmosphere the Silent Man broke 
through the restraining gyves of his life-time 
habit., and made a speech. 
He carefully 
avoided, however, allusions to complicated 
questions of governmental policy. 
Not a 
crumb of comfort did the hungry place-hunters 
obtaiu from his few and solid remaiks, if in­ 
deed any of that sort of people were in the 
listening crowd. 
lie seemed to have left the 
official at Washington or Long Branch and to 
have brought the man and the soldier only to 
the mountain retreat. 
(N. B. We do not in­ 
timate that the President was guilty of a mili­ 
tary retreatr that i3 one thing he never under­ 
stood. ) But the speech. 
It was short and 
sensible; the merest child could have compre­ 
hended every word of it. The musicai director 
of the Overlook had been rendering his edition 
of Yankee Doodle, whereat, when the sweet 
familiar notes died away, the First Citizen 
clapped his hands and made this speech. 
Be- 
iore we quote the speech we desire to say that 
no journal thinks more highly of Gen. Grant’s 
practice of ignoring all temptations to speechi­ 
fy than ourselves. 
Ww rejoice that a country 
in which gab is an all-prevalent skin disease a 
quiet tongue is no less a miracle that it is a 
blessing. 
Especially so in the case of a per­ 
sonage so conspicuous. 
We rejoice that the 
United States has one President at last who 
can travel about among bis great constituency 
without loading himself with the constitution, 
“ leaving it in their hands.” So we commend 
the spirit and phrasing of the President’s 
speech, which consisted simply in his turning 
to a bystander and saying in reference to the 
music, “ That is good.” 


B ccchcr and. C onacicncc. 
It is possibly a hopeful augury for the few 
more years that remain to Mr. Beecher of pub­ 
lic ministration, that rasping comments on the 
character of his preaching are again pepper­ 
ing the columns of the papers. 
The latest to 
exhibit anxiety on this subject is the Roches­ 
ter Democrat. 
That journal, after a careful 
canvass of the case, is regretfully driven to the 
conclusion that the “eflectof apostolic preach­ 
ing” beats anything common in our day, the 
Pastor of Plymouth Church not excepted. 
“ You see,” expounds our neighbor of tlicGen- 
essee Valley, “ the apostles drove the devils 
out of men, and those devih came out with a 
rash and a racket; in fact they ‘cried with a 
loud voice,' and Beecher can’t fetch ’em in 
that shape. 
At all events, he don’t do it.” 
Now, we don’t often “sit under” Mr. B., and 
s i far as we remember, there arc no recipro­ 
cal obligations between us; but, we would in­ 
quire in an humble, teachable spirit, if that is 
not putting the comparison a shade too 
strong? 
We possess no accurate knowledge 
as to the nature of the bad spirits that seemed 
to make tenement-liouses of tho human soul 
in that distant age, uor as to their favorite 
fashion of burrowing among the net-work of 
human nerves. 
We only know that devils of 
our day are much harder to handle, and never 
come altogether out of a man without killing 
him by the reaction. 
Let the Democrat think 
what would bo the consequence ir Mr. Beecher 
were a thanmaturgist, like the apostles. 
Let 
it imagine the heaven-iplitting cries and 
shrieks which must necessarily accompany 
the tearing loose of these encysted demons 
from a dozen per Sunday of Mr. Beecher’s 
congregation. 
Why, 
sir, 
the 
man 
would be arrested as a witch, turned out of 
the church and kicked out of the community 
for violating the Sabbath and the rules of de­ 
cency. 
Then let the Democrat reflect upon 
the appalling result of a possible resolution 
taken by a million oc two of these ejected dev­ 
ils to go west. What, great Jupiter! what if 
they should all stop at Rochester! 
The Democrat no doubt is an authority on 
the location of the average conscience in the 
mortal breast.

T H E BIG STOHM IN N E W A R K . 


N ew Y ork, July 30.—The estimated dam­ 
age by the rain storm yesterday to Newark, 
N. J., amounts to over two hundred thousand 
dollars. 
Nearly all the basements in the city 
were flooded, and several buildings were dam­ 
aged and some set on fire by lightning; one 
house was blown down and completely demol­ 
ished, and two grocery stores were complete­ 
ly ruined by the flood; also a shoe store, and 
Lagowitz’s factory and machinery were dam­ 
aged $2,000.

The building was filled with 
valuable goods, and those not destroyed by 
fire are undoubtedly ruined by water.

tenement 
bouses, crammed with poor families, among 
whom the utmost consternation prevails.—

wind 
is light from 
the westward, 
and sparks are marnly carried across Cburcli 
street into the rear of Trinity Church yard, 
doing no damage. 
The warehouses are in 
charge of Hon. W. Darling, Government Ap­ 
praiser. 
No firc3 have been used in the build­ 
ing since last winter, and the fire to-night is 
supposed to have been caused by spontaneous 
combustion among some of the dry-gobd3 or 
hemp in cases, superiniluced by the heated 
atmosphere prevailiug.lo-day.

had actually been furnished; think I found 
out tiiat from McKinslry’s report to the Board; 
I don’t know how he got his information; 
don’t know of my own knowledge iho price 
paid any recruit, or but that pvery one of those 
bonds ware in fact used in paying recruits;

communicate with a single soldier to see if he 
had received bounty from any town; did’nl 
ask a single Supervisor about that; I derived

The cross-examination was resumed as fol­ 
lows: I think the coupons upon nearly all of 
the thirteenth to the eighteenth series had 
been paid, did not ascertain to whom in any 
instance; had information tending to show to 
whom they were paid; decline to state from 
whom I obtained that information; didn’t ob­ 
tain it from any of the Board; took steps to 
procure an investigation; it was an order from 
tho Supreme Court; decline to state for whom 
I got the order to examine; think I got the 
order to examine two or three persons; never

gathered in tiie fall of ’72; I performed services 
I didn’t make.any note of as to the day; am will­ 
ing to say I occupied more than eight or ten 
days in examining regarding the frauds; can’t 
answer definitely a3 to the amount of timo ex­ 
pended; some times I receive more for a half 
hour’s work than for a whole day's work; it 
depends of course upon circumstances? the 
new series bonds were executed by Joseph H. 
Tulbiil and Mr Brodhead; I think Tuthiil was 
sworn on the other reference; 1 don’t know 
whether Coykendall was responsible for say 
$27,000; was not reported wealthy independ­

$109 Mr. Cooper-handed me as received from 
Mr. Brill upon the securities which were spoken 
of as being assigned; have collected 110 rents 
upon real estate: there wa3 a note of J. C. Bo- 
gardus paid to me at $149, and also a note of 
W. A. Van Rensselaer of $04.25; I commenc­ 
ed examination as to commenting suit against 
the new bond committee after tiie Brodhead 
trial;

They are uow making 
a tour of the German States. 
Mr. Hayes 
writing from Paris July 12th, says: “ Here we 
ar# in this garden spot of the earth; feel a 
little homesick and would like to have you ail 
here. 
We leave for Vienna soon and will take 
Hie route by way of Brussels and otiK*r cities 
aud will arrive there about the 1st of August. 
Paris is Hie cleanest city we have visited; the 
Avenue des Chanqis Elysee* on which we board 
is Hic liuost promenade here. 
Tbero are gar­ 
dens of flowers and the sparkling fountains 
play continually. 
The grand illumination 
takes place this evening, in houor of his Per­ 
sian majesty the Shah. 
Oho can never con­ 
ceive of Hie rn my charming things to be seen 
here. 
We arise at 8:30; have coffee and 
bread at 9; luncheon or breakfast from 12 to 
I, and dinner 6:20; tea served at 9 in the 
parlor. 
We promenade till nearly 12 o’clock, 
as the Parisians don't think of retiring uutil 
then. 
Our boarding house is uear Hie Arc de 
Triouipbe; the avenue is very due, tieing 225 
feet broad. 
The first day iii tills place we 
hurried through with our touch and started 
out to see the eity. 
Iii the afternoon visited 
the Panorama of the defence of P aris; it is 
quite large, occupying the whole of a large 
building. 
It is said to be very exact, even in 
the minor details. 
On Wednesday we took a 
drive oil the Bois de Boulogne, the fashiona­ 
ble drive of tho city; had a good view of tho 
lakes and suburbs; visited the zoological gar­ 
dens; saw St. Michael’s fountain, Magda line 
Church, Notre Dame; crossed over the Stone 
and in fact saw the most noted places in the 
city, 
(to the 4th of 
July we visited the 
Louvre, the first p u t of the Turneries not 
destroy**! by 
the Commune. 
It 
covers 
many acres, and seems lo extend for miles. 
There are 5,000 paintings; the crown jewels, 
Ac. 
The interior is just aa flue as gold can 
make it; would hardly do for me to attempt a 
description of it. 
We attended a reception of 
Mr. llelmbold, a well known American, (of 
Buchu fame) held for ail Americans to Paris. 
We seat in our cards and were introduced. He 
said he was glad to welcome us, and then in­ 
troduced his wife, a very handsome woman.— 
The refreshments were excellent, and tho 
house was handsomely decorated. 
Saw the 
cx-Queeo of Spain Isabella. 
The Fourth was 
warm bere, as it usually is at homo. 
On Sun­ 
day the Shah came; entered the city with

great pomp and display. 
Tho President of 
the Republic Mac Mahon accompanied him. 
We had a fine view of the procession from the 
balcony. 
There were some 25,000 soldiers, 
and perhaps 500,000 in the crowd Of peoplu 
who passod on foot. Visited the Bastile; went 
to S t Clood and Ve-sailles. 
Saw there tho 
grand illumination of tho fountains at the Pal 
ace. 
On Thursday we passed through the 
Louvre, and saw the statuary, relics Ac.; hail 
a view of the Shall and the 80,000 soldiers as 
they came from the review. 
Sunday hero is 
the great gala day for the French; they do 
things that our people would think awful. At 
nlgbt^tho whole city was illuminated. 
On our 
avenue, in ir distance of two miles there were 
500,000 gas jet?, nnd all of them visible at 
the same time It certainly was a grand sight.

P. S. When the Simi) heard we had left Lon­ 
don for this place, lie came here. 
Now we 
have made arrangements to go to Vienna no 
doubt he will follow us.

H eavy W ork a t ou r Foundrlcv. 
The iron foundry of Hermanee, Newtown & 
Co. are doing some heavy work. 
While mak­ 
ing a tour of their works on Tuesday, we saw 
two screw presses which they are making for 
the Hoosac Powder Co., Scranton, Pa., that 
weigh twenty-five tons each. They are made 
of Bessemer steel. 
To drive these screws 
thero are two cast iron wheels sixteen feet in 
diameter, weighing seven tons apiece. There 
are also several brass coining rollers for the 
powder mills. 
This machinery is used for 
pressing powder used for blasting in the coal 
mines. 
In one part of the building lies an 
irou girder to be used in Berustein’s building 
corner W’all aud North Front streets, twenty- 
nine feet in length, of solid plate; its weight is 
threotons. In this foundry is a McKeuzie 
cupola or furnace, capable of melting four 
tons of solid iron in an hour. Its size in di­ 
ameter is six feet, its heighttl forty-five feet. 
Solid pieces of iron that weigh 1,600 pounds 
are thrown in this furnace and melted in twen­ 
ty minutes.

GRANT AT THE OVERLOOK. 
The morning oí Wodneaday at the Overlook 
was clear overhead but a dense mais of clouds 
shrouded the landscape beneath.

“ Bab,” who is not a sylph particularly, 
al3o was happy to reach the porch of the ho­ 
tel, if the manner in which he dropped into 
tho first chair ho came across is any criterion. 
Sharpe was as fresh as a daisy, and the female 
portion of the President’s escort tried very 
hard not to look heated and tired, but they 
didn’t succeed. 
Tho people at the hotel who 
are not overcome by even the presence of the 
President of the United States, and who de- 
sire*to leave him as much at liberty to do as 
he sees fit, remained quietly on the porch and 
let the mob do the boring. 
At two o’clock tho 
President and party went lo dinner, alter 
which they took carriages and went down the 
mountain, arriving at the depot at West 
Hurley about 4:30, when they embarked and 
proceeded to Kingston. 
During his stay at 
the Overlook the President expressed the 
wannest admiration of the mountain scenery 
and the Overlook House, and aiso his re­ 
gret that he couldn’t stay longer, ns they 
treated him ju3t like a common citizen, with­ 
out formality or fuss. 


ARRIVAL. AT KINGSTON. 
A large crowd of people gathered at tho 
Higglnsville depot long before the hour at 
which the Presidential party were expected to 
arrive. The ladies thronged the platform in 
great numbers, while there were so many 
carriages the street was partially blockaded. 
The folks were in excellent humor, and many 
were the speeches made in favor of the Presi­ 
dent, or General Grant as he was called. Our 
old friend Morgan Everson delivered a ten 
minute address to an admiring crowd, during 
which he waxed quite eloquent, and brought 
down the cheers of the multitude. 
Every few 
minutes some gamiu, of whom there were 
many, would shout at tho top of his voice, 
“here they come 1” aud then the people would 
ru3h out to get a good view, only to be greeted 
with cheers and iaughter when they became 
aware of the sell. About fifteen minutes after 
feur the special same in sight, and in a few 
moments was at the depot. 
The President 
raised his hat to the crowd, and three cheers 
were Immediately given with a vim for “Gen­ 
eral Grant.” He was then taken to the car­ 
riage of Augustus Bruyn in waiting, and the 
speedy sorrels soon carried him to the resi­ 
dence of General Sharpe. 
A gun had been run out on the terrace, and 
as the party turned up Albany avenue, a deaf­ 
ening salute was fired. 
A large number of 
citizens were in the Avenue in waiting, and 
after some hand-shaking and a few words of 
welcome, the party disappeared within the 
hospitable walls of Gen. Sharpe’s mansion. 


T H E EVENING RECEPTION. 
At an early hour in the evening a large 
crowd began to gather arqund Gen. Sharpe’s 
mansion on Albany avenue, while inside wore 
llie venerable Hon. A. Bruyn Ilasbrouck, E. 
M. Brigham, Gen. Joseph S. Smith, Win. M. 
Hayes, Col. D. T. Van Buren, Charles Burhaus, 
and a few other gentlemen, whose names we 
did not get. The pillars of the front porch 
were handsomely and appropriately entwined 
with the national ensign, while directly o.er 
and in front of the main entrance was sus­ 
pended a flag bearing the names of the prin­ 
cipal battles of Grant’s campaigns. 
A ring 
of the door-bell ushered in the elderly and 
well-known lady Mrs. Sickles, who was the 
first to arrive and greet the President.— 
The latter at this time was in the dining-room, 
looking over the daily papers after his dinner, 
and enjoying a fragrant Havana. 
Punctually at the hour announced, 8 o’clock, 
President Grant made his nppearaucc in the 
commodious parlors escorted by A. II. Bruyn, 
who divided tho honors of introducing with 
lion. E. M. Brigham, when time could be 
found to introducá at all. 
Immediately upon 
Gen. Grant’s appearance the spacious grounds 
were instantly illuminated by scores of Chi­ 
nese lanterns, making it look like a fairy scene. 
The Kingston Band struck up a lively air; the 
main gate was thrown open by its keeper, and 
the populace in serried array, orderly but 
eager, entered the main entrance, moved thro’ 
tho front to the back parlor, where saluting the 
President the throng passed out of the rear 
entrance, through the backyard and so out of 
the rear gate—an arrangement that worked 
admirably and to the satisfaction of all. 
T H E CROWD 
in attendance was immense, greater than ever 
before honored the visit of any distinguished 
guest in the city, and of it a correspondent of 
a New York daily remarked in our hearing 
that he had witnessed many Washington pub­ 
lic receptions but none more orderly than this. 
This commendation was evidently deserved. 
It is estimated that about twenty-five hundred 
people passed the President, while all told 
there were probably several thousand persous 
present, judging from the unceasing Btream, 
at times several abreast, that passed before 
and greeted the President and the large num­ 
ber that, didn’t succeed in entering. 
This in­ 
cluded a largo number from the country towns, 
some from a considerable distance. 
Many 
colored citizens were presented to the Presi­ 
dent, and went away highly pleased. 
Wc caunot of course attempt to specify, but 
have only space and time to mention His 
Honor Mayor Lindsley and his wife, most of 
the city officials, and many members of their 
families, the clsrgy largely represented, young 
ladles by legions, aud a perfect medley of all 
grades and and ages of the population. 
Among those more directly observed were E. 
W. Budington and wife, W. B. Fitch aud wife, 
Hon. W. S. Kenyon and wife, Jansen Has- 
brouck and wife, Mrs. aud Miss Ostrander, 
Elijah Dubois, wife, and daughter, R. Bernard 
and wife, Mrs. and Miss Vooroees, H. L. Ab­ 
bey, Fred. E. aDd F. L. We3tbrook, John C. 
Brodhead and wife, E. B. Newkirk, Dr. and 
Miss Van Santvoord, C. F. Brill, wife and 


d a u g h te rs, Mr. and Mrs. Augustas ScLoon- 
maker, etc. 
We give but a drop of the 
show er. 
Though a very large number were 
present from the lower portion of tbo city, 
much the largest portion were from the upper 
district. 
After the presentation to the Presi­ 
dent the crowd promenaded through the 
grounds with the greatest decorum, 
and 
though the rush was great there was no dis­ 
turbance. 
The hostess, Mrs. Sharpe, was attired tor the 
evening in a rich black silk dress, and acted 
the part of hostess to perfection, while the 
General was perfectly at home in entertaining 
as well his distinguished guest and the people 
who came to see him. The toilettes of the 
ladies in attendance were superb in many in­ 
stances, and displayed their wearers to charm­ 
ing advantage. 
About nine o’clock the ceremony of intro­ 
duction was brought to a close by the with­ 
drawal of the President to the porch, where 
he was presented to the outside throng. He

.iu which he thanked the people for their polite 
attention, and said he was too much fatigued 
to say any more, or receive his friends any 
longer, but (with a spice of humor) would be 
happy to shake hands with them at the Mary 
Powell dock at half-past five the next morn­ 
ing. 
Gen. 
Sharpe then made a brief speech, 
thanking the people for their presence. 
After the President had fiuished receiving, 
a young gentleman told him that a couple of 
young ladies present were very desirous of 
possessing the white kids ho wore during the 
hand-shaking. 
The President very good- 
naturedly expressed his willingness to present 
the articles to them if they would come and 
ask for them, which they very quickly did. 
The happy recipients were Miss Hashrouck 
and Mi3s Nellie Elmendorf. 
After the throng had retired the President 
sal down to an elegant supper provided by his 
host, and partaken of by a number of personal 
friends of General Sharpe. 
Thus ends tho visit of the Chief Magistrate 
to our city aud the Catskills. While the Pres­ 
ident lias been made entirely at home, and the 
reception has been hearty and cordial, he has 
not been bored, and he goes away with a 
pleasing impression of our people.

The C ivil D am age L a w To Be Tried 
in ShoKa.li— N ovel Case. 
Joliu Forbes, a young man who has nut yet 
arrived at the age of twenty-one years, and 
who resides in the town of Olive, came to this 
city the other day and there took in sundry 
glasses of lemonade, after which he started 
for home. 
On arriving at Beavcrkill, he 
jumped out of the wagon, took a drink at the 
hotel of W. Hover, and then put his horse in 
the stable, leaving the wagon in front ol the 
store of Henry C. Bush, near by. 
Bu3li com­ 
plained of the wagou being left there; some 
wordg were passed between the two men, 
Forbes and Bush, which resulted hi Forties 
striking him. Bu3b immediately went before 
Justice Fraker at West Shokan and made a 
complaint for assault and battery. A warrant 
was issued, and Forbes was arrested and 
brought into court. 
He was tried, found 
guilty, and sentenced to pay a fine of fifteeu 
dollars.

Mr. Augustus Hayes, with party arrived in 
Paris the first of July. They are now making 
a tour of the German States. 
Mr. llayes 
writing from Paris July I2tli, says: “ Here wo 
are in this garden spot of the earth; feel a 
little homesick and would like to have you all 
here. 
We leave for Vienna soon and will take 
the route by way of Brussels and other cities 
aud will arrive there about the 1st of August. 
Paris is the cleanest city we have visited; the 
Avenue des Ohanip3 Elysoes on which we board 
is tiie fiuest promenade here. 
There are gar­ 
dens of flowers aud the sparkling fountains 
play continually. 
The grand illumination 
takes place this evening, in honor of his Per­ 
sian majesty the Shah. 
Ono cau never con­ 
ceive of the many charming things to be seen 
here. 
We arise at 8:30; have cofleo and 
bread at 9; luncheon or breakfast from 12 to 
1, and dinner 6:20; tea served at 9 in the 
parlor. 
We promenade till nearly 12 o’clock, 
as the Parisians don’t think of retiring uutil 
then. 
Our boarding house is near the Arc de 
Triomphe; the avenue is very fine, being 225 
feet broad. 
The first day In this place we 
hurried through with our lunch and started 
out to see the eity. In the afternoon visited 
the Panorama of the defence of Paris; it is 
quite large, occupying the whole of a large 
building. 
It is said to be very exact, even in 
the minor details. On Wednesday we took a 
drive on the Bois de Boulogne, the fashiona­ 
ble drive of tho city; had a good view of the 
lakes and suburbs; visited the zoological gar­ 
dens; saw St. Michael’s fountain, Magduline 
Church, Notre Dame; crossed over the S’ene 
and in fact saw the most noted places in the 
city. 
Ou the 4th of July wc visited the 
Louvre, the first part of the Tuilleries not 
destroyed by the Commune. 
It covers 
mauy acres, and seems to extend for miles. 
There arc 5,000 paintings; the crown jewels, 
Ac. The interior Í3 just as fine as gold can 
make it; would hardly do for inc to attempt a 
description of it. Wc attended a reception of 
Mr. llelnibold, a well known American, (of 
Buchu fame) held for all Americans in Taris. 
We sent iu our cards and were introduced. He 
said he was glad to welcome us, and then in­ 
troduced his wife, a very handsome woman.— 
The refreshments were excellent, and the 
house was handsomely decorated. 
Saw the 
ex-Qaeen of Spain Isabella. 
The Fourth was 
warm here, as it usually is at homo. On Sun­ 
day the Shah came; ontered the city with 


great pouip and display. 
Tho President of 
the Republic Mac Mahon accompaniod him.— 
We had a fine view of the procession from the 
balcony. There were some 25,000 soldiers, 
and perhaps 500,000 in the crowd of people 
who passed on fopt. Visited the Bastile; went 
to St. Cloud and Vc-sailles. 
Saw there the 
grand illumination of tho fountains at the Pal­ 
ace. On Thursday we passed through the 
Louvre, aud saw the statuary, rclic3 Ac.; had 
a view of the Shah and the 80,000 soldiers as 
they came from the review. Sunday here is 
the great gala day for the French: they do 
things that our people would think awful. At 
nigbt^the whole city was illuminated. On our 
avenue, in a distance of two miles there were 
500,000 gas jets, and all of them visible at 
the same time It certainly was a grand sight.

P. S. When the Shah heard we had left Lon­ 
don for this place, he came here. Now we 
have made arrangements to go to Vienna no 
doubt he will follow ns. 
We are beginning to 
get tired of lilni.and arc debating the question 
of dropping his acquaintance.

W. H. Lytle of Ohio, killed while 
attempting to reenforce Gen. Thomas,in 18C3, 
uses the following language: 
He was drilled, for ¡u advance of his com­ 
mand, while gallantly Ieadiog an assault upon 
our hues. 
His horse hore his ?f'rpse into our 
lines, aud the steed and his dead rider were 
both captured. 
So soon as it was known that 
the author of that rare poem, as familiar, and 
as greatly admired South as North. 
"I am 
dying, Egypt, dying,” lay dead ¡11 the camp, 
officers and men crowded around to take a 
last look at the face of the poet soldier who 
had achieved so great a literary triumph. 
There was 110 rejoicing over the death of this 
fallen enemy ; but there was in truth some­ 
thing ou each soldier's cheek that for the mo­ 
ment washed away the stains of powder. 
Tenderly they took him up, and when the 
battle was over an escort of honor, appointed 
from among the leading Confederate officers, 
bore him back to his own camp,under a flag of 
truce, 011 a rudely constructed funeral bier, 
with his martial cloak around him. 
In life he 
had touched that chord of human sympathy 
which makes all tito world kin—and in his 
death its harmonious vibrations silenced all rc- 
:entnv,ent, and thrilled the hearts alike of 
friends and foo3 with a nobler passion than ha­ 
tred or revenge.
